Alstonefield church was included in Hugh Malbank's endowment of Combermere abbey in 1133, 
and Richard Peche, bishop of Coventry 1161-82, licensed the monks to appropriate it. (fn. 5) A 
vicarage had been ordained by the late 13th century. (fn. 6) The abbey was dissolved in 1538, (fn. 
7) and the advowson of the vicarage was retained by the Crown until the end of the century. In 
1564 the lessees of the rectory, Laurence and Thomas Beresford, presented. (fn. 8) In 1599 the 
Crown sold the advowson with the rectory to John Harpur, (fn. 9) and it then descended with 
Alstonefield manor, Harpur being described as patron in 1604 and 1607. (fn. 10) From 1940 the 
benefice was held in plurality with that of Wetton. (fn. 11) In 1985 it was united with the benefices 
of Butterton, Warslow with Elkstone, and Wetton, although the parishes remained distinct. The 
patronage of the united benefice was vested jointly in the trustees of the Harpur-Crewe estate as 
patrons of Alstonefield, the bishop of Lichfield as patron of Wetton, and the vicar of Mayfield as 
patron of Butterton. Alstonefield was made the vicar's place of residence. (fn. 12)

Gawin Hamilton M.A. (vicar of Alstonfield) c1594-?1675 D47 
Hamilton, born about 1594, was possibly of Scottish parentage. He may have studied at a Scottish 
university and graduated both B.A. and M.A. (M.A., c1615). He was presumably ordained deacon 
and on 19 Sep 1619 ordained priest by Lichfield. On 16 Apr 1638 after presentation by (the lord of 
the manor) Sir John Harpur of Swarkeston, Derbys knight 1612-1679 he was instituted vicar of 
Alstonfield. From 5 Feb 1643.4 he continued here as compliant minister and later, apparently a 
committed presbyterian, signed the Staffordshire testimony of Jul 1648. Still in office as minister in 
early Jun 1660 he was then reinstated as vicar and, by An act for the confirming and restoring of 
ministers (13 Sep 1660), was confirmed in office. He subscribed to the Act of uniformity on 12 Aug 
1662. In 1665 "Robert Tayler, Curat." certified the hearth tax for Alstonfield constablewick where 
Hamilton was not assessed. He had perhaps been placed in care for that year it was said that he 
was "old and unwell". Still in office Hamilton appears to have died, aged about 81, in early 1675. 
His will was proved under Lichfield on 1 Jan 1676.7. Hamilton may not have married. Hamilton qua 
vicar of Alstonfield was patron of the dependent parochial chapelries of Elkstone, Longnor and 
Warslow. When these parishes were vacant he may have served them himself.
